It was told that the Federal Government, by 
experiments, had established that the Roberts 
oven would coke Illinois coal and was preparing, 
as a war measure, to erect a coking plant at 
Granite City. The armistice ended the Govern- 
ment interest, but the plant has been built by 
private capital. 

The Post-Dispatch at this time has sought from 
those who have built and will operate the plant

It is not the purpose of the operators of the 
coke plant that the meta! sent out by the bDiast 
furnace shall be cast into pig, butghall be trans- 
ported in ladles in a molten state to nearby steel 
industries. 

The output of molten metal at the start will go 
to the National Enameling and Stamping Co., 
whose steel rolling mills are about half\q mile 
from the coke plant. The operation there now 
requires the melting of pig and scrap prior to the 
rolling operation into plates, bars, tinplate, sheet 
steel and kindred products. The presence of 
molten metal as a material, instead of cold pig, 
means the elimination of heating. In the opinion 
of George W. Niedringhaus, president of the com- 
pany, this will save about one-fifth of the present 
operating tifhe immediately cesulting, he said, in 
an increased capacity for their mills. 

One of the by-products of the coke company’s 
operation is gas, which will be available for fuel. 
The original output of gas also will be taken by 
the Niedringhaus plant, and will supplant about 
1,250,000 gallons of fuel oil a month now used. 
thus opening a cheaper and cleaner fuel

31, said the 
annual review issued tonight by the 
Federal Reserve Board.

millions of discounted bills about 42 
per cent was composed of paper se- 
cured by United States obligations. 
again 67 per cent of a total of 2231.2 
millions held on the first Friday of 
the year.”’ 

The gold reserve, according fo the 
review, shows little change at th 
end of the year as compared with 
the condition 12 months earlier. Al- 
though considerable gold was ex- 
ported to South America and to the 
Orient early in the year, gold ship- 
ments from England in anticipation 
of the maturity of the Anglo-French 
bonds on Oct. 15 were responsible in 
a measure for a subsequent recovery, 
so that on Dec. 30 the amount was 
only llions below the total 
shown on Jan. 2. 

Increases in capitalization of exist 
ing member banks and acc 
new members were responsible in 
part for an increase in the paid-in 
capital of the Federal Reserve banks 
during the vear from $7.4 to 99.8 
millions. This corresponded to an 
increase of over 411 millions in cap- 
ital and surplus of member banks.

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I’ve Always Wanted to Live in a Cabinet 


The postoffice was a mile and a half away. 7 
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ROMANTIC chapter is added to the annals of 
the famous Biddle family of Philadel- 
phia by the announcement that James 
Cornell Biddle, for 20 years a Trappist 
monk, has withdrawn from the order and 
has taken unto himself a wife. 

Biddle, who, as* Father Alberic, for two 
decades faithfully fulfilled the rigorous vows of the 
Trappist order, really left his cell in the Abbey of 
Gethsemane, near Louisville, Ky., some two years ago, 
but the fact did not become generally known until his 
marriage at Washington, on Dec. 15 last, to Miss Mary 
Lena Gaines, member of an old and dis.inguished fam- 
ily at Warrenton, Va. 

Press dispatches state that the bridegroom is 52 
years old, and the bride is 48, and that their acquaint- 
ance dates from slightly-more than a year ago. Dis- 
patches also quote Biddle as saying that he had ré- 
nounced his former vows as a matter of ‘‘consicence,”’ 
and that while he still was in doubt as td plans for 
the future, he probably would serve as minister of 
some church in the East. 

Born to wealth and social position, and accustomed 
to the ease, amusements and luxury of life in.a well- 
appointed city home, Biddle must have found thé mo- 
nastic conditions an extraordinary contrast. For the 
Trappist order is distinguished among all others for 
the severity of its denial of the bodily comforts and 
for its bleak setting. 

The beds in the bare, cheerless cells of the monks 
consist of a sack of straw and a straw pillow, laid on 
a plank and covered with a rug. And the rule obliges 
them to arise from bed at 2 o'clock in the morning. 
They must devote 11 hours a day to prayers and 
masses, and the rest of the time except for a scant 
sleeping period, to labor either in the fields or in the 
monastery itself. 

They cannot even converse with each other. Men 
who enter the order take a vow of silence. Except for 
prayers, hymns and the greeting, “Remember that we 
must die,” the ancient rule of the order enjoins abso- 
lute silence. Wishes and needs must be conveyed 
to one another by means of signs. 

The monks are required to concentrate their thoughts 
on penance and death. A grave is dug for each men- 
ber of the abbey, and kept in readiness, with his name 
upon it, to be seen daily by the man who will be laid 
there when life ends. 

The food is coarse and meat, even milk, is allowed 


the monks only as a favor in case of illness. The habit , 


of the choir monks is a rough, grayish woolen cassock 
with wide sleeves, a cow! of black wool with two 
broad strips hanging to the knees, a black leather 
girdie with a rosary and knife (emblems of meditation 
and labor) and wooden shoes. 

The order comprises lay brothers, professed (choir 
monks) and freres donnes, or persons connected with 
the monastery only temporarily for penance. 

Study of the ancient Christian writings, Biddle told 
newspaper reporters in the East, had convinced him 
that a more democratic form of church government 


trast to the stern routine of life in a 
Trappist monastery. 

The Abbey of Our Lady of Geth- 
semane of the Order of Reformed Cis- 
tercians, commonly called Trappists, 
from La Trappe, a famous monastery 
in France, was established late in the 
year 1848 by a party of 40 Trappists 
who came from the Abbey of Melle- 
ray, in the Diocese of Nantes, France, 
under the leadership of Dom Eutrope 
Proust. They landed at New Or- 
leans and traveled by river to Louis- 
ville, where they were received by 
Bishop Flaget, who had greatly de- 
sired their coming. 

The priests, a part of whose daily 
routine is hard, physical toil, start- 
ed to work clearing their land and 
erecting buildings. Soon afterwards 
they were joined by another colony 
of 20 religious men from the mother 
house. They displayed “indomitable 


energy,’ says their chronicler “Lit- 
tle by little arose the imposing 
structures which form the present 
Abbey.” 


It consists of an immense quadri- 
lateral, one side of which is formed 
by the church while the other three 
sides are formed by the monastic 
quarters, with a guest house, also. 
for those who desire to spend a few 
days in solitude. 

In 1850 a pontifical brief elevated 
the new monastery, which is about 
#0 miles south of Louisville, into an 
abbey. It was the first abbey on 
American soil. Dom M. Edward 
Chaix-Bourbon, who was elected ab- 
bot in 1890, applied himself espe- 
Cially to improving the gchoo!) 
which had been attached to the abbey since its founda- 
tion, erecting new buildings and transforming it intc 
a college. 

In 1898 he was succeeded by Dom Edmond M. 
Obrecht, who was able, through the generosity of 
Mer. Katz of Milwaukee, to create the great library 


‘ of more than 30,000 volumes of the principal authors 


on ecclesiastical subjects. It was the fame of this 
library, Biddle told reporters, which drew him to the 
Abbey of Gethsemane, and it was his studs of the early 
writings there which caused his decision to withdruw 
from the order. 

The Trappist order dates back to about 1665, and its 
founder was Armand Jean le Bouthillier de Rance 
(born 1626 and died 1700), who promulgated the famous 
Trappist rule, over which bitter controversies raged for 
many years. 

Biddle, whose forbears were rich and influential at 
Philadelphia long previous to the Revolutionary War.

DMOND BLANC, widely known turfman, 
chief stockholder in Monte Carlo, erstwhile 
member of the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties and a relative of royalty through mar- 
riage, is dead—and besides a vast fortune 
he has left behind the most striking illus- 
tration in modern aletery that money can- 
mot buy everything. 

He was once decorated by the eatie of Honor, and 
a subsequent investigation led to charges of bribery 
and the dismissal of those respomsfble for the award. 
He was elected to the French Chamber of Deputies, 
and such a storm of protest followed that his asso- 
ciates had to unseat him. His sister married into no- 
bility, through the power of his millions, but he was 
mever admitted to the same circles. And when he 
won the Grand Prix de Paris, the most notable event 
on the French turf, on six occasions, he was never ac- 


cepted by the social world that pivots around the. 


Jockey Club. Instead, the populace at the tracks 
tried to mob him on two or three occasions. 

One of his nieces is now Princess George of Greece, 
but the royal court of the Hellenes has never received 
him. 

So, when he lay dying in his palatial home at Neuil- 
ty, on Dec. 13, with the mést 


; 


prominent physicians in 
France at his bedside, it is 
probable he may have thought 
of a certain Biblical query 
about “what profiteth it a 
man” and have realized an 
application to himself. 

For more than 80 years the 
mame of Blanc, father and 
son, has been synonymous 
with money in France, and 


no effort by either holder of 
the name to gain entire so- 
cial recognition has been suc- 
cessful.

Prussian War of 1870 the income was steadily received. 
end when Empress Eugenie was obliged to flee the 
country, the elder Blanc bought from her the his oric 
property at Mont Valerian. At that place, the scion 
of the house who has just expired built up one of\the 
greatest racing establishments on thesContinent. 

When a parvenu has accumulated a fortune in Eu- 
rope, he or she invariably seeks social recognition 
But “society” is a much more concrete body across the 
ocean than in this country. To enter that charmed 
circle, three avenues are usually followed—politics. 
charitable work or an alliance with the nobility, either 
by marrying into a titled family or by securing a title 
through any means available. In all these cases the 


, “means” consists of the expenditure of money. 


Liberal donations to campaign funds are dignified 
by the names of “Gévernment support” across the pond, 
and if the donor is lucky enough to pick the party that 
continues in power, a title may be the reward. Heavy 
donations to the pet charity of some member of the 
nobility whose hobby it is to pose as a philanthropist, 
has often resulted in the longed-for sop of a iminor 
title; while buying a position through intermarriage 
with the nobility is a performance of which members 
of our own wealthy American families have not been 
ashamed. 

Edmond Blane and his father, Francois Blanc, had 
‘ried them all. They had still failed to have the 
gates of society opened to them, no matter how freely 
they poufed out their gold.

The man who was able to win one of 
the great classic races, themselves social functiong, 


was brought perforce into touch with that element of 


society. Although this contact might be fleeting, {& 
often proved an entering wedge to later recognition, i 
the new arrival played his ecards well. 

It has often been said that Lord Rosbery’s fina] 
social recognition in all circles of England, eveg 
among those who opposed him politically, came when 
his horse, Ladas, won the English Derby. A certain 
Baron, who, for a brief space flashed across the socia) 
worlds of England and the Continent, also made his 
entry to society by the racing gate. When the late 
King Edward’s horse, Persimmon, won the English 
Derby, the British press hinted at the fact that the 
Baron was.so much of a courtier that he hadn't the 
heart to really send his own horse, St. Frusquin, after 
the prize and disappoint the then Prince of Wales, al- 
though St. Frusquin was only beaten a head by Per- 
simmon, and many thought St. Frusquin was the best 
horse in the race. 

This evidence of consideration is said to have com- 
pletely won the affection of royalty, and the Baron 
was admitted to the best circles and graciously allowed 


- to lend money to those of his titled entertainers who 


happened to be “broke,” or, as they would put it, 
“temporarily embarrassed.” In a recent work on the 
dethroned royalty of Europe, one of the Radziwill fam- 
ily describes how the Baron was likewise admitted to 
Austrian society, “with reservations.” 

But mere winning of. the Derby does not carry with 
it, in all cases, social recognition and a part in the 


# 


functions pertaining to that historic race. It will be - 


recalled that when Richard Croker won the Derby of 
1907 with Orby that he was not even invited to the 
celebrated dinner of the Gimcrack Club, which always 
follows the race and at which the owner of the winner 
is the traditional guest of honor. As a contrast, the 
Chevalier Ginistrelli, without money or title, but of 
distinguished Italian family, was lionized by London 
society when his,filly, Signorinetta, won both Derby 
and Oaks two years later. The courtliness of the 
Chevalier’s manner and his obvious good breeding 
caused him to be received everywhere. 

The French Derby, as the Grand Prix de Paris ig 
sometimes known, usually carries with it a certain 
amount of social recognition for the winner of* the 
race. So Edmond Blanc, when he found other ave- 
nues to society closed to him in spite of his showers 
of gold, turned his attention to racing. 

At Mont Valerian, : where Eugenie had once held her 
summer court, he established the most extensive racing 


establishment in France. He spent fabulous sums for 


horses. When Flying Fox, winner of the English 
Derby in 1899, was‘sold at the dispersal of the Duke 
of Westminster’s stable, Blanc bought the horse for 
the largest sum paid to that time for a thoroughbred. 
He won the Grand Prix with Clamart in 1891, Ruel 
in 1892, Andree in 1895, Arreau in 1896, Quo Vadis in 


1903 and Ajax in 1904, the last-named horse being a 


son of Flying Fox. 

On not a single occasion was he socially recog- 
nized. He was not invited to the dinners at the Elysee 
where the victory is usually celebrated in a time-hon- 
ored way, and his temporary home at St. Cloud, known 
as the Chateau de la Chataignerale and fitted up with 
the express idea of having a place convenient to the 
racing centers, was never visited by the leading figures 
of the turf. The turf patrons as a whole did not over- 


look him, however, as attempts were made to mob him — 


on two or three occasions at race tracks, as a report 
that some of his horses had been “pulled” in races 
made him extremely unpopular. 

His father had once tried the same means of enter- 


ing society and won the Grand Prix in 1879 with Nu- — 


bienne. His victory was of no avail, socially. 

Efforts of the female line of the Blancs to make 
themselves prominent in the world of society has also 
failed, except where the sheer force of a title, secured 
through marriage, has counted. 

Edmond Blanc’s mother, after the death of her hus- 
band, succeeded in marrying one of her daughters, 
Louise, to Prince Constantine Radziwell, member of 


the well-known Polish family that dates back to 1600. 
or thereabouts, and another daughter, Marie, to Prince — 
‘Roland Bonaparte. Although such undignified details 


are never mentioned in polite circles, it was generally 
presumed that both noblemen were financially “em- 
barrassed” at the time and that the Blane millions 
were welcome, although their brother-in-law was not. 

The elder Madame Blanc, having successfully mar- 
ried off her daughters, then thought she might as 
well purchase a coronet for herself. She laid her plans 
so well tha: arrangements were under way to have her 


marry Prince Benjamin Rohan, which would \have —

HAT is believed to be the last 
remaining specimen of the old- 
time slave barracks that ance

act date of the building’s erection is unknown, 
it is thought to be more than 100 years old. 
The property, which was sold by the Misses 
Julia and imma Gartside of 5165 Waterman 
avenue some years ago, was purchased in 1816 


I have seen old buildings of the sort sub 
stantial enough to stand indefinitely. 

“Of course, the lumber in such cabins was 
rough material from nearby woods. Shingles 
were cut by hand out of logs. Sometimes 
long splints were cut from tree trunks-— 
regular wooden slabs—-and these were over 
laid so as to form a roof. 


“T can recall distinctly that sometimes a 
c@fllar was built under such cabins, but I Ge 
not know of its ever having been used as 
a- prison for refractory slaves. I think i: 
filled the more useful role of a storage 
house for potatoes and garden crops durin* 
the winter. If there is a fireplace under thi- 
building on the old Pernod place, I- imagine 
it was used to keef a small fire burning to 
prevent freezing of the stores in winter. 


“It was the universal custom in the old 
days to give each family of slaves a tract of 
garden soil neaf their barracks in whicu 
they could plant seeds furnished them by 
their owners and raise their own crops. 
This gave them a chance to raise for their 
own tables all the vegetables their owners 
cultivated, and, in case of a surplus, it was 
the custom of the owner either to sell such 
property for the slaves or to buy it himsel/ 
for his own table.

follows a pattern that was in common use tliroughout 


the South before the Civil War days. 
The structure is a row of tree single-room cabins, 


with partitions dividing them and with a separate 
door for each room. The rooms are probably about 
15 feet square. Ia front of the cabin was once a 


space paved with flagstones, and this has been cov- 


ered with an extension of the roof in such fashion as 


to form a porch—the traditional “gallery” of Southern 
establishments. : 
Both the material used and the method of construc- 


tion show that the old structure was erected in days 


when s*imping of material was not known. 

The blocks and slabs of stone are cut of irregular 
size—-this probably depending on the fashion in which 
they were pried loose from a nearby quarry. No 
specifications about 12 or 18 inch walls bothered the 
builders in those days, as materia! was free and the 
house undoubtedly was 


cellar might once have been used as a prison for un- 
ruly slaves. 

This latter point is considered doubtful, however, 
by Alexander N. DeMenil, descendant of one of the old- 
est French families in St. Louis and a close student 
of the history of this locality, on which he has been 
an extensive writer. 

“I can recall similar stone barrac’s built by my 
grand-uncle, Pierre Chouteau,” he said, “and these 
were still standing when I was a. boy, on the west side 
of Grand avenue, be'ween Franklin avenue and the 
old Fair Grounds. Streets were not all cut through 
in those days and that was a district of country resi- 
dences, but I should say these barracks stood about 
10 blocks north of what is now Fran"‘lin avenue. 

“Like all buildings of the sort, they were built in 
one design. The barracks was composed of a long 
row of single rooms, connected with inner doors and 
each having an outer door. In case a family was large 
enough to require another room, the inner doors were 
unlocited and two cabins assigned to it. 

“They were “built of stone, of course. Stone could 
be h@i from any quarry. Bricks were costly and 
scarce. Moreover, for cabins of the sort, the stone 
was not finely cut. Slabs knocked from the quarry 


- toes.” 

When originally built, the barracks on the Perno’ 
property evidently contained only two rooms, th: 
third clearly having been added at a later date. A 
sort of wing that extends from the back of the house 
was probably a common laundry for the occupants of 
all the cabins—cooting, in the slave days, being al- 
most invariably done on the open hearth of their own 
eabin. 

In spite of the fact that cooking in the old slave 
days was usually done on the hearth, a primitive oven 
is built in the back of one of the crude fireplaces, 
where the dish to be cooked could be shut in by 
means of a stone slab or metal plate. The cook in 
those days must have been a good “judge of distance” 
to know when to open the oven, as the handling of 
the heated stone must have been no easy job and one 
not to be tackled frequently. 

Crude as it is, this oven probably had advantages 
fop>baking over the hearth method. ‘“Iloecake” used 
to be made of cornmeal dough baked on the blade of a 
hoe, thrust near.the red embers. “Ashcake" was pre 
pared by baking it in the ashes afier the embers had 
died down sufficiently so that only the outside of the 
ca'e was scorched. The “Dutch-oven’ method of in- 
verting an iron pot over a batch of bread on the hearth 
and then piling up hot em- 
bers around the _ utensil 


built by. slave labor. 


Some of the stone slabs 
run the entire thickness 
of the wall. Others are 
interlaid to form two thick- 
nesses of stone. In spite of 
the fact that the mortar has 
suffered greatly in the lapse 
of years and has evidently 
been frequently renewed, the 
old walls were built thickly 
enough to retafn their cohe- 
sion to this day. 


In early days, the roof 
was undoubtedly fitted with 
rafters of heavy, rough tim- 
bers, cut from nearby 
woods. In the progress of 
years, possibly aided by fire, 
these rafters have disap- 
peared. Instead, there are 
now rafters of thinner tum- 
ber, covered by a distinctly 
modern and dingy tar-paper 
roof. This tar paper sup- 
plies the place of shingles 
that once were hewn by 
hand. 

Beneath one end of the 
house is an entrance to a 
basement, also built of lime- 
stone and covered with ce- 
ment. The chimney at one 


Be ee ey was frequently followed. 
ee = Instead of simply using 

ee ae the rafters as a loft, a sort 
of attic was built under 
the roof of these cabins 
and a door knocked 
through at the end of a 
gable. Often the slaves 
simply pnt a few boards 
over the rafters in their 
own cabin and used this 
as a place of storage. 

In comparatively late 
years, the house was oc- 
cupied by families who let 
it fall into disrepair. The 
brick chimney on the wing 
extending from the rear.

You got the incongruity of it the instant your eye 
fell upon Chet Ball.

Everything 
about him,™“from the big, blunt-fingered hands that 
held the ridiculous chick to the great muscular pillar 
of his neck, was in direct opposition to his task, his 
surroundings and his attitude. 

Chet’s proper milieu was Chicago, Ill. (the West 
Bide); his job that of lineman for the Gas, Light and 
Power Co.; his normal working position astride the 
top of a telegraph pole, supported in his perilous 
perch by a lineman’s leather belt and the kindly fates, 
both of which are likely to trick you in an emergency. 

Yet now he lolled back among his pillows, dabbling 
complacently at the absurd yellow toy. A description 
of his surroundings would sound like pages 3 to 17 
of a novel by Mrs. Humphrey Ward. The -place was 
all greensward, and terraces, and sun dials, and 
beeches, and even those rhododendrons, without 
which no English novel or country estate is complete. 
The presence of Chet Ball among his pillows’ and 
some hundreds similarly disposed revealed to you at 
once the fact that this particular English estate was 
now transformed into Reconstruction Hospital No. 9. 

The painting of the chicken quite finished (includ- 

ing two beady black paint eyes), Chet was momentarily 
at a loss. Miss Kate had not told him to stop paint- 
ing when the chicken was completed. Miss Kate Was 
at the other end of the sunny garden walk, bending 
over a wheel chair. So Chet went on painting placid- 
ly. One by one, with meticulous nicety, he painted all 
his finger nails a bright, cheery yellow.

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FIRST PICTURES OF THE MOST FAMOUS 


An American camera man’s picture of the Biblical burial place of 
Abraham and Sarah, Isaac and Rebekah, Jacob and Leah, in 
the Cave of Machpelah, consecrated 3780 years ago and, ac- 
cording to Hebrew tradition, the -immemorial Sepulchre of 
Adam and Eve -O- -o- -o-

OR the first time. the interior of the Cave 
of Machpelah, wherein are the tombs of 
Abraham and Sarah, Isaac and Rebekah, 
Jacob and Leah, has been photegraphed. 
The photograph was taken recently by E. 

M. Newman, the American lecturer, and 

is reproduced on this page. 

This burying place is the most famous in the world. 
Its authenticity has never been questioned. The Jews 
kept it as a holy place throughout the ages. Chris- 
tians tnherited this veneration. And when the Mo- 
hammedans conquered Palestine they in turn preserved 
the pot as sacred, for the Arabs among them are 
equally descendants of Abraham. 

The Crusaders in the eleventh century built a castie- 
like church over the cave. This was turned into a 
moeque by the Turks, and it has been a mosque ever 
since. 

Few men have ever penetrated its interior, Even 
Mohammedans were barred from it, except a few privi- 
leged men. Only now, when the Holy Land its freed 


from Turkish rule, bas tt been possible to obtain a 


photograph. 

Mr Newman sav¥s he diecussed the matter with the 
British officer in command at Hebron, who suggested 
to the Arab sheik then acting as caretaker that he in- 
vite the American to see the tomb. The invitation was 
received and accepted. Mr. Newman said to the sheik: 

“This spot is venerated by Christians equally as 
much as by Arabs and Jews. It would tbe a fine 
thimg if | could take back to America a picture of the 
interior, to show the Christian world how well yov 
Arabs are caring for the tombs of the patriarchs.” 

The simple sheik was won by this suggestion, and 
gave his consent. 

The part of the cave which Mr. Newman was able 
to photograph ie that containing the tombs of Isaac 
and Rebekah. For some reason he could not get a 
picture of the alcove in which Abraham and Sarah rest. 

One of the few men of modern times who have ever 
seen these tombs of Machpelah was Dean Stanley, 
the celebrated English clergyman, whose book, ‘Simai 
and Palestine. is a classic. In this book he gives 
the following description of the Cave of Biblica) con- 
secration: 

“In the recess on the right is the shrine of Abraham, 
on the left that of Sarah, each guarded by silver gates. 
The shrine of Sarah we were requested not to enter, 


> 
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as being that of a woman. The 
shrine of Abraham, after a momen- 
tary hesitation, and with a prayer 
offered to the patriarch for permis- | 
sion to enter, was thrown open. -! 
“The chamber is cased ig marble. 
The tomb consists of a coffinlike 
structure, built up of plastered stone 
or marble, and hung with three 
carpets, green, embroidered with 
gold. They are said to have been 
presented to Muhammed II, Selim 
1, and the late Sultam Abd e] Nejid. 
“Within the area of the mosque 
or church were shown the tonibs 
of isaac and Rebekah. They are 
under separate chapels. and fhe 
gates are grated, ndt with silver, 
but with trom bars. To Rebekah’'s 
tomb the same decorous rule of the 
exclusion of male visitors naturally 
applied, as im the case of Sarah's. 
But on requesting to see the tomb 
of Isaac, we were entreated not to 
enter; and on asking, with some 
surprise, why an objection which 
had been conceded for Abraham 
Should be raised in the case of his 
far less eminent son, we were an- 
swered that the difference lay in 
the character of the two patriarchs 
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Abraham was full of ilo kind- 


ness; he had withstood even the 
resolution of God against Sedom 
and Gomorrah; be was goodnes« 
itself, and would overlook any  aftion' But 
Isaac was proverbialily jealous, amd it was exceed- 
ingly dangerous to exasperate him. When [brahim 
Pasha, conqueror of Palestine, had endeavored to enter. 
he had been driven out by Isaac. and fell back as if 
thunderstroack.” 

In the fifty-third chapter ef Genesis the atory of 
the purchase of the tomb is given im detail. 

Sarah, Abraham's wife, had died at the aze of |°7 
years. They were sojourning at Hebron in the land 
of Canaan, and Abraham asked the son< of Heth to 
give hint a burying place for her. The offered him 
any he might select, and he picked the cave of Me »t- 
pelah, situated in a field belonging to FEphroa, the 
son of Zohar. a Hittite. The bargain was soon made 
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Tombs of Isaac and Rebekah, in the eleventh century church (now a Mohammedan 
mosque) built by the Crusaders over the cave of Machpelah, at Hebron. 
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Approach to the Crusaders’ Church.

shekels of silver. According to the Biblical chronol- 
ogy, that was B. C. 1860. 

In Genesis xxv, 9, is told how Abraham died and was 
buried. beside Sarah. Isaac died B. C. 1716 and was 
buried by his sons dJacob-and-Esau (Gen. xxxv, 29) 
That Rebekah was also buried there we have the word 
of Jacob (Gen., xix, 31). 

Rachel was not buried in the cave, but “in the wa) 
to Ephkrath, which is Bethlehem. The tast interment 
there was that of Jacob.

ly he found that some persons appreciated the value of 
such huge slabs of stone, nowadays, and that efforts 
had been made to haul them away. 

There has been a belief in the neighborhood that 
the oid house was once a regular residence of the 
Pernod family—due possibly to the fact that it was 
occupied for years after it bad ceased to function as a 
barracks. The Pernod house itself evidently stood 
some distance away, however, as, in going over the 
tract, Hauer discovered the remains of old foilndations 
and of what had once been the base of a bay window 
of a more pretentious structure. He has not yet de- 
cided what to do with the old place. So it may remain 
for a time, a unique reminder of the days of a centnry 
ago. 

Although it is probably the last barracks of its own 
type, many of the older buildings east of Third street 
and along the Levee have been used as places where 
slaves were kept. It will be recalled that when the 
foundations of the present International Fur Exchange 
at Fourth and Market streets, were being dig. a stone 
vault with a smal! iron barred window was tincevered 
which was said to have been once used as a prison for 
negroes. 

Passers along the Levee will still see old houses of 
rough stone built im the ante-bellum davs. When 
slaves were sold “down the river,” in the days of 
which Mark Twain wrote, they were often placed in 
buildings -of the sort until their boat sailed. Old 
residents today could doubtless identify many build- 
ings used for such purposes. The old tobacco ware- 
Louse that etood uatil a few years age at the south- 
east corner of Twelfth and Market streets was a Frea- 
era! prison during the (ivi) War amd at one time eas a 
place of detention for slaves.

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DOES SUCH A OUALITY AS LUCK EXIST? — 


IS QUERY PROMPTED BY MARSHAL FOCH 


N A SERIES of lectures delivered by Marshal 
Ferdinand Foch before the French War College 
in 1903, when he was an instructor with the 
rank of Lieutenant, in the school, he told of a 
fault in his country’s military system in the 
past \ehich he described as a tendency to leave 
too.much to chance. 

Those lectures have now been published in book 
form and, in dealing with this characteristic of certain 
French officers, he writes: 

‘Some would go so far as to admit the existence of 
mystieal causes connected with the marvelous or with 
fatality; the incomprehensible genius of the Emperor 
Napoleon, for instance, or even his luck.” 

These remarks of the 
Marshal bring up the 
query that has been asked 
throughout the ages: 

Is there such a thing as 

luck? 
*Has any human being a 
definite property or attri- 
bute, good or bad, that will 
carry him through or 
count against him in the 
affairs of life, regardless 
ef his own actions? 

In other words, is good 
rrck a quality pertaining 
to some persons which 
gives them advantage in 
#rtain lines of endeavor, 
Just as physical strength 
er brilliance of intellect 
gives the advantage to 
Others in special ficlds? 

In the day of talismen, omens and portents, super- 
at'tion_ Was inseparable from a_belief in luck. Yet 
our own acceptance of the phrage, “accident of birth,” 
is an admission that there is inequality in the fortune 
that attends different persons. 

The Bible refers to the good fortune which follows 
the righteous, and this is generally accepted, despite 
the fact that a large proportion of the righteous seem 
to have an exceptionally hard time, while an equally 
great number of the wicked flourish exceedingly. 
llowever, that matter has been expounded from so 
many pulpits it is not pertinent here. 

We smile tolerantly over the old philosophy which 
taught that our affairs were in the hands of the Fates 
er on the knees of the Gods. Yet learned mathema- 
ticians have written books on the “laws of chance” 
wlth would seem to show that some un'nown sys- 
tem governs our fortune to a certain extent. Life in- 
surance companies blithely figure out our chances 
of dying and have the system down to such a fine point 
th.ut they accept bets cheerfully on the proposition. 

Father Francis A. Kelley, chaplain general of the 
American Legion, who passed through some of the 
hardest fighting of the war with the Twenty-seventh 
Division, only to be laid up by an automobile acci- 
dent that occurred at Twelfth and Chouteau avenue 
on July 26, was as'’ed whether he believed there could 
be such a thing as luck. 

Yrather Kelley was still confined to his bed at the 
infirmary when seen and at first he laughed at the 
question. Then he grew reflective. 

“Of course, you are not expecting me to accept any 
doctrine of fatalism,”’ he said. “Put% have to admit 
that some happenings I have seen during the war were 
inexplicable—that they might readily give rise to a 
belief in personal luck among some men. 

“Some passed through the thickest fire without in- 
jury. Others were hit repeatedly. In fact, the sequence 
cf events in some cases was remarkable. It was so 
marted that often men would say, when a shell ex- 
ploded near, without injuring them: ‘Well, our names 
weren't on that one.’ 

“On one occasion, while with the Twenty-seventh at 
Guillemont Farm on Sept. 29, 1918, I went up to the 
front to see that the wounded were evacuated. I had 
bailed an ambulance and the driver and myself picked 
‘w four wounded men. I took a seat beside the 
@*iver and we started to return.

Great French General writes that a fault 
of his countrymen in past wars was 
_a belief in chance on the battlefield 
that approached fatalism — Some 
opinions are given on the subject by 
civilians 3: : Ss 


‘‘We had scarcely gone 50 yards when a shell struck 
the radiator and exploded. Three of the five men on 
that ambulance were instantly killed and one was mor- 
tally "wounded. I was hurled to the-side of the road 
and escaped with a severe jolting. That is but one of 
several episodes of the sort I can recall.” 

Gilbert K. Chesterton once wrote a series of stories 
in which the events followed the working out of com- 
binations in a set of circumstances. The tales were 
written in a somewhat satirical vein, but the idea 
brought out is ene that many writers—Walter Scott 
among them--handled seriously in older days. That 
is a belief in astrology and the good or ill fortune 
which followed birth under a particular star. 

Of course, many of the old astrological beliefs were 
really superstitions. misbegotten from ordinary com- 

mon sense. It would seem 
reasonable to suppose that 
a child born in midwinter 
in the improperly heated 
houses of our ancestors 
would be more liable to die 
of creup or pneumonia in 
infancy than the child born 
in June. But to the minds 
of astrologers, the “natal 
star” decided the question. 
Napoleon fitmly believed in 
his Star of Destiny, and 
history shows a long record 
of superstitions among the 
reigning monarchs.

There is an old say- 
ing, “Lucky at love, unlucky at cards,” which might 
have foundation in the fact that a love-obsessed in- 
dividual would let his mind stray from his hand. We 
have all heard of the ill luck which dogged the pos- 
sessors of the Hope diamond and the curse which bas 
seemed to hang over individual families. 

James J. Corbett, former champion heavyweight of 
the world, was widely quoted some time since as a 
firm believer in luck as a personal quality. 

“A man has luck, just as he has any other quality,” 


he was quoted as saying, “and it does not matter if 
it is a combination of other 
qualities, as some persons 
insist. He has luck just the. 
same. A man’s good dispo 
sition that gets him ahead 
in business may come from 
perfect health. That may 
bé due to a good digestion 
and that, in turn, due to a 
’ good set of teeth. That 
doesn’t alter the fact that 
‘he’s successful.

Turfmen are 
prone to superstition and they have always insisted 
that it must have been some peculiar and definite 
quality that enabled both Riley Grannan and Pittsburg 
Phil (George E. Smith), men of diametrically opposite 
characteristics and methods of wagering; to die leav- 
ing fortunes of more than $1,000,000, all of which was 
taken from the bookmakers. y 

Grannan was a hasty, impulsive man, given to vio- 
lent likes and dislikes. He was supremely confident 
in his own opinion and because he was a close personal 
friend to Byron McClelland, when the latter owned 
Henry of Navarre, one of the best %-year-olds of 1895. 
he became convinced that Henry of Navarre could 
beat any 3-year-old colt on the turf. He was largely) 
instrumental in having a match race arranged with 
Domino, the then unbeaten wonder of James R. Keene's 
stable. , 

Horsemen in general thought the race would be 
easy for Domino. The Keene horse opened at.1 to 3 
in the betting and few cared to give 2 to 5 against his 
chances. Grannan opened a book of his own on 
that day and laid 3 to 5 against the Keene colt. He 
was fairly swamped with money. The race résulted in 
a dead heat, and, as bets were “split” (or the total 
amount in the hands of the bookmaker evenly divided), 
Grannan retained $1 out of every $5 bet with him, 
without having to pay out a cent of his own money 
He is said to have taken in close to $309,000, which 
would make his profits on the race about $60,000. 

George E. Smith, who for some unknown reason was 
known as Pittsburg Phil, although he was not a native 
of that city, was the direct opposite of Grannan in 
temperament. He is said to have once worked as ele- 
vator boy at the Beers Hotel on Grand avenue, in this 
city, and to have developed a fancy for wagering on 
the races through making small bets in the old pool 
alley that used to exist between Pine and Olive, near 
Seventh street. | 

He was one of the pioneer students of the crude

and conservative in his bets. He let race after race 
pass, until he was sure he had a winner, then he 
would bet heavily, .but with due precautions. He 
bought a horse named King Cadmus as he grew pros- 
perous and carefully prepared him for a race over an 
Kastern track.

Smith had. backed him

Such an announcement, made in the high- 
pitched voice that has been found by an- 
nouncers best fitted to carry over the mingled 
roar and hum of a prize-fight crowd awaiting 
the chief bout of a boxing program, is fre- 
quently heard in Chanute, Kan.

“You must be willing to find me in-the dance hall, 
clubroom, pool hall or back alley—wherever I can 
serve—if I am to remain with this congregation,” he 
informed his fellow worshipers when he first ap- 
peared in the pulpit afier his return from France, 
where he served as chaplain in the 130th Field Ar-

The latter, from the vigorous 
impulsién of the minister's arm, was sent spinning 
against the ropes. The offender's leer vanished. 


‘The next time you fail to break when ordered, you'll 
be disqualified,” remarked the minister curtly. 

The offender made no remark. He had felt the vig- 
orous muscle behind the shove that sent him against 
the ropes and concluded the man behind it knew his 
business. The command “break’’ was obeyed prompt- 
ly thereafter. 

When the fight fans saw that the clergyman knew 
the game, their hearts were won at once. With in- 
stinctive tribute to his cloth, they realized that he was 
“on the level.” He became the popular choice for 
referee in boxing contests of the neighborhood.

Then came the controversy with President. Andrew

The result was the entire 
prostitution of the sport. In fact, had it not 
been for the impulse given to boxing as a 
clean and manly sport by the training camps 
of the American army and the popularity 
the sport attained in the A. E. F., the pro- 
fessional game would be in decided disfavor 
in this country. 


The entry of the Rev. Dr. Blackman into 
the prize-ring game was a distinct asset to 
the sport. The respectable element of the 
community favored boxing if they knew it 
could be conducted on a decent basis. The 
men who had served in the army and navy

- geen enough of the control of professional 
gamblers over the ring to disgust them 
When they realized they could find a reféree 
who was “straight” they were overjoyed. 


When Jack Britton and Morris Lux re- 
cently fought for the welterweight champion- 
ship in Convention Hall at Kansas City, 
Dr. Blackman was unanimous choice, being 
the only arbiter of prominence against whom 
some abjection or other was not advanced 
by some of the interested parties. Dr. Black- 
man’s decisions command universal respect, 
for he insists that contestants must fight 
clean and obey the letter of the law as re- 
gards tactics. Waltzing is a ballroom diver- 
sion and has no province in a boxing match 
he cautions contestants when he calls them 
to the center of the ring for instructions. 

Beginning his career as a locomotive en 
gineer, Dr. Blackman early conceived better things ané 
laid off his run to work his way through Kansas Unt- 
versity. Part of his remuneration came from teaching 
boxing in the physical culture department. On leavirg 
the university he took up the pastorate at Chanute, bu# 
scarcely had he become settled in his work when the 
war came on and he enlisted forthwith to go as chap 
lain.
